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A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  120th  catalog) 

The  next  day  in  Berlin  we  went  on  an  all-day  sightseeing  trip  to  Pots- 
dam, historical  site,  and  place  of  the  costly  imperial  palace.  Most  of  the 
the  journey  was  made  by  boat.  Here  we  see  the  park  of  Sans  Souci  with 
its  fountains,  avenues,  and  statuary.  Sunday  morning  we  traveled  by 
train  to  Wittenberg.  We  walk  about  and  see  the  old  town,  Martin  Luther 
tree,  and  attend  service  in  German  at  old  Castle  Church.  After  dinner 
at  the  Golden  Eagle  Hotel,  over  400  years  old  as  a hostelry,  we  climb  the 
old  town  hall  tower  for  views  about  the  town,  and  inspection  of  the 
tower.  A small  museum  revealed  outstanding  collection  of  old  Witten- 
berg coins,  and  coins  of  Martin  Luther.  Many  very  rare  crowns  and 
smaller  pieces  of  Wittenberg  were  discovered,  such  as  not  seen  in  any  oth- 
er museum  of  Europe.  But  it  was  a specialized  collection  and  there  were 
few  coins  of  other  cities  and  states.  It  is  truly  remarkable  what  really 
exists  in  the  coinage  of  almost  any  old  city  or  bishopric  if  search  enough 
is  made.  I never  believed  such  pieces  existed,  also  in  multiple  crowns. 
As  Dr.  Mabbott  of  New  York  remarked,  when  he  suddenly  and  unexpected- 
ly met  me  in  the  British  Museum  later,  some  of  these  sights  of  certain 
series  of  coins  “knock  your  eyes  out.”  There  were  medals,  too,  of  Mar- 
tin Luther,  some  of  them  of  great  rarity. 

Now  we  board  a late  afternoon  train  for  Dresden,  Saxony’s  capital,  and 
a city  of  over  half  a million.  The  country  looks  beautiful,  with  its  fields 
of  golden  grain,  rows  of  trees  carefully  planted,  windmills  and  farm 
scenes.  The  Zwinger  Art  Galleries  in  Dresden  are  outstanding  here.  We 
see  the  original  Sistine  Madonna  and  many  other  famous  paintings  by  the 
masters.  The  coin  collection’s  curator  is  the  friendly  Dr.  Walter  Philip 
Schwinkowski.  He  showed  us  a remarkable  collection  of  old  dies,  and 
we  found  some  of  the  broken  dies  of  particular  interest.  There  is  a fair 
general  collection  of  all  countries  in  the  world,  but  the  United  States 
counts  very  little  abroad  as  a coin-issuing  nation.  There  were  just  eight 
American  coins,  that  is,  of  the  United  States.  Of  course,  there  was  a 
specialized  collection  of  Saxony,  several  thousand  different  old  crowns. 
A good  place  for  a study  of  the  old  Saxony  coinage  of  the  Dukes.  As  in 
all  European  museums,  there  is  a fine  ancient  collection.  Most  of  the  col- 
lection, though  not  all,  is  kept  in  safety  vaults,  as  the  A.N.S.  in  New  York.
